SENSATIONAL WEDDING. 


Abbie Peters Steale from Her 
Home te Marry Her 
Cenvicted Betrayer. 


A dispatch from Staanton, Va., 
says: A remarkable wedding wae 
celebrated last week in the jail there. 
The contracting parties were Abbie 
Peters, u handsome girl of 19 years, 
dacghtor of a prominent farmer re- 
siding near hers, and John M. Jobn- 
gon, aged about 24 years, eon of one 
of the wealthiest and proudest fami- 


lies in Agusta county, but who, not~ 
withstanding bis high position in 
society, was a prisoner for a base 
erime. About two years ago Jobn- 
son met Miss Peters, aud became in- 
fatuated with her and asked her 
hand in marriage, which was trust- 
ingly promised him. He subsequent- 
ly crucily wronged her while she 
was a guest under his father’s roof, 
and then basely informed her a week 
afterward that the engagement mnst 
be broken off. The blow nearly be~ 
reft the poer girl of her reason, and 
soon after, ascertaining the delicate 
condition she was in, she, in her 
desparation, went to her father, 
threw herself at his feet and coi- 
fessed all. The father was trantic 
with rage. He had long detested 
the Johnson family for their aristo- 
cratic pretensions, and swore dire 
vengeance. An Indictment was 
found against Johnson, He was 
tried recently, found guilty and sen—- 
tenced tothe penitentiary for two 
years. The prisoner's tamily keenly 
felt the disgrace, and ascertained 
through the State’s Attorney that if 
Miss Peters would consent to marry 
Johnson his pardon could be pro. 
cured. The betrayed girl was plied 
by his relatives with every argument 
including the honor of saving her 
child, so that she weakened and con- 
sented to marry. Her father, hear. 
ing of her intentions, made her a 
prisoner in his house; bat last nigh: 
she escaped, sought refuge with 
Johnson's family and to-day the 
ceremony was performed in the jail, 
Johnson will soon be released.

THINGS AS THEY ARE. 

it appears the Grits of Portage la 
Praime bave decided on banquetting 
Mr. Watson, M. P., ou bis) return 
from irom the capital. Mr. Watson 
on his retarn will bring g1,000 with 
him for the services of two months 
Parliamentary ile, less the eXpenses 
of living at the capital, which ts 
three Umes the amount be could carr 
atauythbing at home during that 
period, and his Grit’ friends think 
this is pot recognilive enough, 
they are going to banquet him be 
sides. With the exception of his ut- 
lerances on two occasions, to give tne 
gentleman his due, his course has 
been fairly provineial. On one oc- 
casion he decried the Northwest, al- 
leging its winters were next to in- 
tolerable, and that at Regina there 
was no wood to be had within tLirty 
miles, when as asa matter of fact. 
our winters, though somewhat longer 
than those of Ontario, and with 
keener steady freezing are preferred 
to thuse of that country who have 
long experienced Loth, and speak 
dieinterestediy. For instance, this 
winter there was not a blizzard from 
beginning to end that man and beast 
could not endave on the road, ther: 
was net over a fool of snow on the 
average, and the freezing was in n- 
way inconvenient. As to the fuel quer. 
tion, Mr. Watson's statements are 


equally wide of -he mark. One man, 
for instance, residing within ten 
miles ot Regina bas a blocs of 40 
ucres of bush, and there are other 


—_—---—— ' tracts of timber of varying extent 


within easy distance of that much- 
abused metropotis. But even it 
there was comparatively no wood 
upon the agricultural sections of the 
province, even Mr, Watson ought to 
know the fuel question of the country 
is sulved by the ease with which a 
fair article of coal can be got at a 
reasonable figure. 

Again, to carry out the liberal 
view of the question, although when 
canvassing the electors of Marquette 
he denounced political definitions, 
claiming he was only of Liberal 
tendencies, he not only supported 
his amendment to the C. P. R. loan, 
but actually voied agaiust the loan 
We believe he was per- 
fectly justifiable in asking for the 
cancellation of the monvpoly clause 
in the Syndicate contract betove the 
loan was made; but when be found 
thatimpossible, he was in no Way 
justiticd—on the other band he was 
immeasurably liable to censure for 
opposing the loan, To cripple the 
C. P. R. at that juncture meant to 
hand tne country over to the mercy 
of the G. T. R., and we all have a 
foretaste of glory such as that would 
irretrievably entail, In 1852 Mr. 
Watson's political foretathers, the 
Grit Government ot the day, led by 
Sir Franeis Hincks, in opposition to 
the protest of the Conservative min- 
ority of the House, guaranteed a 
loan of $16,000,000 to the Grand 
Trunk, and the upshot of this is that 
the country is to-day carrying the 
liavility of its endorsement, iuterest 
and all amounting to $46,629,000, at 
6 per cent. interest, Manitobans are 
to day bearing their share of thes lia~ 
bility, and that is Grand Trunk 
enough tor the people, Mr. Watson, 
Liberal tendencies and all notwitb- 
standing to the cuntrary. 


As we have said above, in other 
respects Afr. Watson did his duty as 
well as he wasable; but when he 
assumed a duty in the representation 
of the county he has neither the 
abilities nor the capacity to grapple 
with as it oaght to be dealt with, he 
should expect nothing but the dis- 
appointment he has met with, and 
for which even a banquet cannot 
properly amend. As we have 
said often before, it has ever been 
the misfortune of this country to be 
improperly represented, as weil 
in the Commons as in the leadership 
of the Legislature, and on this ac- 
count its future has been forced to 
suffer. Thereare Messrs. Royal ani 
Scott to-day, both respectable ygen- 
tleman, and both fully competont to 
represent important constituencies ; 
but unfortunately both are looking 
for political preterment, a desire that 
would be laudable in every sense vf 
the word, but for the attendant con- 
sequences. [tis no secret, that many 
of the members for the eastern pro- 
vinces are net triendiy to the proper 
development of Manitoba; and that 
to secure our rights a wnited effort 
should be made, and adecided stand 
tuken by the whole Dominion repre 
sentation, assisted by the Local Leg- 
islature. We contend that when 
political preferment is sought after. 
this cannot well be done, as it 
is likely to eudanger promotion be- 
gotten of personalregard. Mr. A. W: 
Ross, too, was sentdown asan “ Ins 
dependent,” and now he is too ins 
dependent to oppose any wink!- 
that ie likely to stand in the way of 
the personal interests of Mr. Ross. 


Again, Mr. Sutherland was sent 
down to build opposition railways to 
evory man's door in Southern Mani- 
toba, to break op ths agriculur..| 
implement datios, to remove the 
Jaties on American lumber, and to 
reorganize the legislation of thin 
country, Bat mark the change— 
the lion of Lisgar once at Ottawa i- 
traneformed into the lamb of sub- 
Missiveness and sabserviency at the 
capital. He hae sold bis Southwes:- 
orn R. &. charter to the C. P. R. hie 
blood a few months before was rank- 
ing to oppose ; and now he endorses 
the monoroly, and is in search of a 
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Hudson Bay charter, backed by the 
partially eclipsed Sun on 12th street, 
that he may dispose of it to the C. P. 
R. as he disposed of the Southwestern 
Wher the tariff on :mpteme=ts comes 
up in the House, be is vonveniently 
absent in Montreal.“ looking after 
the interests of th Farmers’ Union,” 
and when the lumber duty is touched, 
he implores the Government not to 
meddle with it, as a reduction would 
destroy the menopoty of the Rainy 
Lake Lumbering Co. This ix one 
side of the picture; let us now look 
at the other. 

Mr. Norquay says the country has 
aright to charter railways in every 
direction to the boundary, and to re- 
establish charters that have been 
disallowed, after the manner of 
“Shuttlecock and battle door,” yet 
before the Syndicate contract was let 
he contracted with the Dominioa 
Government to charter no railways 
until the policy of the Federal Gov- 


erament was developed. In the one 
case the Manitoban Samson allowed 
his hair to be shorn, and now he 
growls becxuse he is deprived of his 
strength, Farthermore, when the C. 
P. R. contract: was announced, be 
flew into a rage, and a mad bull in a 
china shop is no plaything tor child- 
ren, and donned lis feathers and war 
ppaint, but in a few hours he headed 
a letter signed by many Winnipeg 
vers approving the spirit as well as 
the letter of that contract, though 
he now again protests against both. 
Again, two years ago he sold the 
right of the Province to the public 
lands for $45,000 4 year, and now he 
froths and foams because the country 
cannot get possession of the very do- 
main he bartered away but two years 
betore. 

This 1s the true position of affairs, 
and there is no concealing it—it is 
daily prejudicing the elaims of the 
Province. Had the Local Premier 
tive years ago taken a live in the in- 
terest of the Province as the late 
Joseph Howe did in the interest of 
Nova Scotia, or as Attorney-Genera! 
Walkem did in behalf of British 
Columbia, and stuck to it with a 
tenacity equal to the occasion, he 
would have so far commanded the 
respect und edmiration of the Con.- 
mons repre-entatives as to secure the 
support of all the members who were 
not blinded by partizanship to the 
prejudice of the country, and a» 
elections transpired he would have 
secured the return of the whole Pro: 
vincial representation to aid in car- 
rying out his plans, 

As the case now stands, there is 
no outline of what are and what 
are vot the just claims of the Pro- 
vince—every representative, Local 
as weil as Federal, has a conception 
of his own, and there is no decision 
of purpose for the future. Under the 
circamstances, the Dominion Gov- 
ernment are duing just what any 
sensible body of men would do, act- 
ing according to the best assurances 
they have at their command. 

It in the future the people of the 
Province select as their representa. 
lives men whe have no other por 
pose to serve beyond the genera) 
welfare of the country, there will be 
hope tor the establishment of the 
Province upon thesame status of the 
other Provinces ; but until the coan- 
try awakens to the importance ot 
selecting men with more decision ot 
purpose, for the Locol Premiership 
in particular, no change for the 
better need be looked for. 


The Qu’Appcelle Review has a cor- 
respondent at Fort Qu’Appelle who 
eays in a recent letter to his paper : 
“What affecte Manitoba affects the 
Northwest Territories proportionate. 
ly. We are therefore troubled over 
the foolhardy and anwarranted 
actiun of the Farmers’ Association in 
passing thove biatant resolutions re 
immigration, etc. Toat it has bart 
Mauvitoba there is no doubt, bat tor 
how lung remains io fature. It is to 
be hoped that those abroa‘ in‘erest- 
ed in the country will be aiic to see 
chat agitation for better terms has 
paswed trom out of the bona fide 


iarmers hands into those of a parcel 
uf political malcuntenis.
